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Police: ‘we did 
NOT oppose 
town alcohol 
control zone’ 


MAESTEG Town Council has 
expressed disappointment about the 
lack of support given by police to their 
attempts to bring in an alcohol-control 
zone in the town. 



Coun Keith Edwards told Insp Steven Evans, who 
was at the last meeting of the town council, that he 
was amazed to hear that police were opposing the 
proposals, especially in relation to Maesteg Welfare 
Park, where residents were holding a meeting 
because of problems. 

“Having a Designated Public Places Order 
(DPPO) would give police another tool in the tool¬ 
box to deal with problems and I cannot understand 
your position on this.” 

However, Insp Evans denied that he had opposed 
the plan: “It is the local authority that makes the 
order and not the police,” he said. “The decision is 
taken by the council with the support of the police, 
but to make an order, there must be evidence and I 
would say that there’s not enough evidence to say

that we need a DPPO. You can only have an order 
for a restricted area and it comes at a cost. We must 
have evidence to justify it. Analysts in the Safer 
Bridgend Partnership office have not come up with 
the statistics.” 

He said that having an order cost up to £5,000 and 
in the current climate and with the need to give value 
for money, it was a consideration. 

“It is not something I have opposed, but I have not 
looked for it either,” he added. “A DPPO gives a 
very limited power - the power to stop someone 
from drinking. 

“We have other powers we can use, anyway, like 
charging someone with being drunk and disorderly, 
and we already have the power to confiscate alcohol 
from youngsters.” 

However, Coun Keith Edwards said that if police 
did not see a need for this, why was the town’s main 
park a no-go area for decent, law abiding people. 

“People are afraid to take their children there and 
they are holding a meeting about the problems,” he 
said. 

Insp Evans said that a DPPO would not solve the 
problems in the park. 

“My neighbourhood watch Sergeant will be at the 
meeting and officers have been in the park speaking 
to the youths who gather there. 

“There are issues - the gates are never locked, 
fences are unrepaired, there is a lack of litter bins 
and the question of the effectiveness of the park 
keepers.” 

Coun Edwards said he was concerned that consid¬ 
erations of the cost of this order may be influencing 
police rather than the need for it. He insisted public 
safety should come first.

New school 
‘gateway to 
the valleys’ 


BRIDGEND has 
passed the next step 
in its plan to build a 
flagship new school 
for the north of 
Bridgend, after the 
assembly confirmed 
that its cash contri¬ 
bution would be 
forthcoming. 

The Welsh Assembly 
Government has 

announced that it is allo¬ 
cating £26 million 
towards the new 
‘Gateway to the Valleys’ 
secondary school at 
Tondu. 

Designed to replace 
Ogmore and Ynysawdre 
comprehensive schools, 
the school will offer a 
new school building fea¬ 
turing state-of-the-art 


facilities for pupils aged 
between 11 and 18. 

Expected to open in 
2014, it will be built on 
the site currently occu¬ 
pied by Ynysawdre 
Comprehensive and 
Archbishop McGrath 
Roman Catholic 

Comprehensive, which is 
set to move to new prem¬ 
ises in Brackla. 

At the moment, the 
two schools at Ogmore 
and Ynysawdre have a 
total of 1,485 pupils. 

However a council 
spokesman said that the 
new school would have a 
larger capacity, to take 
account of expected 
housing developments in 
the area.

A MAN “froze” 
when a gun resem¬ 
bling a Beretta was 
produced during a 
confrontation in 
Maesteg. 

Andrew Waite could 
not believe what he was 
seeing and thought the 
gun was genuine, said 
prosecutor Tony Trigg at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Gethin Nicholas (19) 
of Maesteg, was sent to a 
young offender institu¬ 
tion for nine months. 

He pleaded guilty to 
charges of assault, and 
producing an imitation 
firearm with intent to 
cause fear. 

Judge Philip Richards 
said: “You used violence 
in a public place. It was 
wrong for you to have an 
article which looked like 
a real gun. It caused 
great fear and is unac¬ 
ceptable in society.” 

Mr Trigg said that on 
April 7, Nicholas 
assaulted a teenager near 
Maesteg Cricket Club, 
punching him a number 
of times. 


Soon after, the area 
was searched and Mr 
Waite spotted Nicholas, 
who then produced the 
gun. 

The court was told 
that Nicholas shouted at 
Mr Waite: “Come on, I’ll 
.do you”. 

Mr Trigg said he 
pulled out the gun and 
pointed it within eight 
feet away from him. 

The police were 
called and Nicholas 
admitted what he had 
done. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions for 
aggravated vehicle tak¬ 
ing, failing to provide a 
specimen of breath and 
possessing an offensive 
weapon, a knife. 

His counsel Hilary 
Roberts, said: “It is no 
excuse, but he had been 
drinking and didn’t insti¬ 
gate the attack. 

“He produced a gun 
because he felt threat¬ 
ened by a large man. He 
has had difficulties in his 
upbringing, and has a 
problem with his drink¬ 
ing.”

ADJUSTING TO LIFE IN OPPOSITION. 


There may be trouble 
ahead, in the battle to 
protect public services 


W HAT is it 
like being 
in opposi¬ 
tion? Is it very dif¬ 
ferent? These are 
the top two ques¬ 
tions I am asked 
when I meet people 
locally. 

The answers are, 
awful - and, yes, very 
different. 

Let’s start with the 
difference: With 232 
new MPs, so many 
familiar faces are gone. 

The Commons has 
lost a great deal of 
expertise and knowl¬ 
edge and it is too soon 
to see if there are new 
members who can fill 
the gaps. 

Julie Morgan did a 
great deal of work on 
children in Wales and 
prison reform. Linda 
Gilroy from Portsmouth 
was the Commons 
expert on the Royal 
Navy; while David 
Drew from Gloucester 
covered many highly 
volatile and vulnerable 
areas of Africa. 

The big change of 
this sitting has been 
what feels like non-stop 
elections. First we 
elected the Speaker, fol¬ 
lowing the traditional 
formula of a nomination 
from the floor of the 
House, followed by a 
shout of confirmation 
and then dragging of 
the candidate to the 
Speaker’s Chair. 

The Speaker is 
dragged because it has 
been a dangerous job to 
hold. Speaker Bercow 
likes to joke that previ¬ 
ous Speakers have been 
shorter than him, but 
only because they had 
their heads cut off! 

Next came the elec¬ 
tion of the three deputy 
Speakers. Email inbox¬ 
es were filled with 
details of candidates, 
outlining their suitabili¬ 
ty for the posts. 

It was impossible to 
walk around the House 
without being lobbied 
by candidates or their 
supporters. 

That election was just 
a brief foretaste of what 
was to come.

Once we had elected 
the three deputy 
Speakers we moved on 
to elections for chairs of 
select committees. 

These are prestigious 
and responsible jobs, in 
the past allocated by the 
whips to the most senior 
and experienced mem¬ 
bers. Thanks to the 
Wright Reforms enacted 
in the last Parliament, 
we now also elect chairs 
and members of Select 
committees. 

Once the chairs were 
in place, we had the 
elections for the mem¬ 
bers of the Select com¬ 
mittees. 

Members nominated 
themselves and then 
were voted for by col¬ 
leagues. 

With more than 300 
people standing for 
Select committee places, 
there was a further flur¬ 
ry of email inboxes 
flooded with letters 
detailing experience and 
seeking support. I was 
re-elected to the defence 
Select co mmi ttee. 

In the midst of this, 
around 400 people were 
moving office. I moved 
to a smaller office but 
closer to the chamber. 

A team of removal 
staff were responsible 
for moving the belong¬ 
ings of all 400 people 
and a separate team set 
up computers and 
phones. 

Ex Ministers, return¬ 
ing Members and new 
Members were all strug¬ 
gling to get offices up 
and running while try¬ 
ing to keep up with 
incoming work and 
commitments. 

At the same time, the 
all-party parliamentary 
groups were being res¬ 
urrected. Annual gener¬ 
al meetings requiring 
chairs, vice-chairs, sec¬ 


retaries and treasurers to 
be elected were happen¬ 
ing in a blizzard of daily 
time tables. 

Much of the business 
of the House cannot 
take place until these 
places are filled, so it 
was no casual sideshow 
that was taking place 
beyond the events of the 
chamber. 

In the chamber, the 
great set pieces of 
Parliament were taking 
place, the Queen’s 
Speech, the emergency 
budget and the Finance 
Bill. 

The ideological 
divide is clear between 
Government and 
Opposition, but behind 
the scenes there are ide¬ 
ological divides within 
the Government parties. 

In the corridors of 
Westminster, there are 
conversations of frustra¬ 
tions and disagreements 
over coalition policies, 
as back benchers face 
angry constituents who 
have lost school-build¬ 
ing projects, fear job 
losses, benefits cuts and 
NHS changes. 

There is, I fear, worse 
to come with the rise in 
VAT hitting those with 
the least income the 
worst. 

A further change 


being considered is 
removing the English 
Children’s 

Commissioner. The two 
Welsh commissioners, 
for children and for 
older people, have for 
me, been invaluable 
partners in challenging 
the need for progress in 
these two areas. For 
example, the Older 
People’s Commissioner 
is currently running a 
consultation seeking to 
raise the dignity and 
respect accorded to 
older people while in 
hospital. 

This issue was dis¬ 
cussed at a number of 
meetings I have had 
with older people’s 
groups over the last few 
months. 

I am helping gather 
information for the 
commissioner Ruth 
Marks. I have devised a 
questionnaire to help 
people respond to the 
Commissioner’s consul¬ 
tation. 

If you have been in 
hospital for more than 
five weeks in the past 
two years, please either 
ring my office on 01656 
750002, or download 
the questionnaire from 
my website 
www.madeleinemoon- 
mp.co.uk and send it 
back to me by August 
15. 

Fill in this question¬ 
naire and you could 
help ensure we have the 
hospital services giving 
older people the dignity 
and care they deserve. 

There may be chaos 
behind and trouble 
ahead, but the work to 
improve the quality of 
services must continue.

“Richard Watkins 
swam straight out to help, 
and Huw Ruddall fol¬ 
lowed with a flotation 
board. 

“They were also 
helped by two canoeists 
who spotted the emer¬ 
gency. In all, it took about 
10- 15 minutes to bring 
the swimmers ashore. 

“They were suffering 
from exhaustion and the 
effects of swallowing sea 
water.” 

He added that, in one 
sense, the three had been 
lucky. The incident took 
place at 4.45 pm, and the 
lifeguards go home at 
5pm! 

Mike Allen said; 
“They were just putting 
their equipment away, 
when it happened.” 

Mike commented that 
the red flag, which means 
no swimming was flying, 
but it seemed that the vis¬ 
itors from Cardiff did not 
notice.

Insp Evans said that 
it was not the police 
who paid for the order, 
but the council. 

“If the borough coun¬ 
cil wanted to push 
ahead and pay for it, 
they can do so. It does 
not have to be with the 
consent of the police, 
but if I’m asked if I 
really need the order, I 
would say no. I could 
not justify it on the stats 
we have. 

“I do not think there 
have been a dozen inci¬ 
dents in Maesteg Park 
this year.” 

However, Coun 
Edwards pointed out 
that people would not 
call a public meeting 
unless there was a 
pressing need to do so. 

“We want to make 
that park user friendly,” 
he added. 

Insp Evans empha¬ 
sised that the park was 
now a PACT priority 
and a target for the 
Neighbourhood Support 
team. 

“We do not need a 
DPPO to do that. It is a 
local priority. I would 
not object to an order 
but it is not a key priori¬ 
ty for me and will not 
make a huge difference 
to either the town centre 
or the park.” 

Coun Phil White 
said that he was aware 
of an increase in anti¬ 
social behaviour in the 
park. 

He added that park 
keepers had reported a 
number of incidents to 
police and had also told 
them who was responsi¬ 
ble. 

“Damage has been 
committed around the 
bowls area and anti¬ 
social behaviour is on 
the increase and local 
residents feel they have 
a problem.” 

Insp Evans said that 
residents should report 
incidents to police. 

“If we get a picture 
of increasing problems, 
we can then look at a 
DPPO if we have the 
evidence,” he added. 

Coun Colin Teesdale 
said that there was no 
doubt that there was 
loutish behaviour going 
on in the park. 

“It is getting worse 
because they are getting 
away with it,” he added. 
“The actions of the few 
are spoiling the park for 
the many and we must 
do something about it.” 

Insp Evans pledged 
that it would be a priori¬ 
ty area for police from 
now on and they would 
look seriously at the 
issues. 

Coun Gareth Howells 
added that a check back 
through the council’s 
minutes would reveal

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RENEWED CALL 
FOR FLEXIBLE 
TRAFFIC LIGHTS 
AT CROWN ROW 


A RENEWED call 
has been made for 
pressure rubbers to 
be placed on the 
road at the traffic 
lights at the junc¬ 
tion of Crown Row 
and Bridgend Road, 
Maesteg. 

At the moment, the 
lights, which were 
installed to deal with 
school buses and traffic 
going to the site of 
Maesteg Comprehensive 
School, operate on a 
cycle 24-hours-a-day, 
regardless of whether 
any traffic is waiting to 
exit Crown Road. 

This has frustrated 
local motorists, who find 
themselves held up at the 
lights as they travel along 
the main road, even 
though no traffic is exit¬ 
ing. 

This occurs on week¬ 
ends and in the early 
hours, despite the fact 
that the school is not 


operating at those times. 

The town council 
received an e-mail from a 
Newport resident who 
recently visited the town. 
He said he was held up 
both times he passed the 
junction and he asked if 
the system could be 
altered. 

Coun Phil Jenkins 
said that the town council 
had raised this several 
times with BCBC and he 
said that for three months 
of the year, the school 
was not open. 

“The traffic lights sys¬ 
tem should be run so that 
it operates on demand, 
with the presumed flow 
being along the main 
road. 

“People are sitting 
there most of the time 
with the lights on red and 
no traffic at all waiting to 
exit. The lights should 
operate on demand for 
motorists in Crown 
Row.” 

However, Coun Keith 


Edwards said that traffic 
management at BCBC 
had looked at it twice and 
did not support intermit¬ 
tent lights, as they give 
people a false impression 
that the lights may not be 
working. He said he did 
not think they would 
change their mind. 

Coun Phil Jenkins 
pointed out that the junc¬ 
tion existed prior to the 
school being built and 
there had been no prob¬ 
lems with cars leaving in 
the normal way to join 
the main road. 

“I do not see any prob¬ 
lem with the lights stay¬ 
ing on green on the main 
road unless something 
triggers them to change 
as traffic comes down 
Crown Row. People 
would wait at Crown 
Row until the lights 
changed.” 

It was agreed to con¬ 
tact the highways depart¬ 
ment at BCBC on this 
matter. 


Mother jailed after 
Pencoed driving 
lesson goes wrong

A former teacher’s 
assistant drove 
after consuming 
excess alcohol and 
collided with a wall, 
demolishing it, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

At the time, 31-year- 
old Jackie Taylor was in 
breach of a suspended 
sentence for illegally 
possessing a firearm and

the potential to be a real 
problem, but with a few 
good sticks and lots of 
enthusiasm, the pupils 
have managed to make a 
real difference for the 
good of the meadow. 

“More than 97 per 
cent of the UK’s wild¬ 
flower grasslands have 
been lost in the last cen¬ 
tury due to changes in 
land use and manage¬ 
ment. 

“These habitats are 
vital to our native wild¬ 
flowers, as well as to 
bees and insects which 
depend upon them. 

“As well as being of 
crucial importance to 
insects and other ani¬ 
mals, these wildflowers 
are part of our cultural 
heritage and were once 
held in much higher 
regard than they are 
today. Learning more 
about some of our com¬ 
mon native plants can 
help re-forge that con¬ 
nection between people 
and nature to the benefit 
of both.” 


Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said that on 
June 3, Taylor and a 
friend had been drinking 
in the Pencoed area 
when he decided to give 
her a driving lesson in 
his car. 

In Heol Las, 
Pencoed, the car collid¬ 
ed with a wall demolish¬ 
ing it, and the brickwork 
also damaged a second 
vehicle. 

The police were 
called and later Taylor 
was found to be nearly 
twice the drink-drive 
limit. 

Her counsel, Richard 
Ace, said: “She is not a 
high-level offender and 
is a vulnerable person.” 

The firearms offence, 
he said, occurred when 
she lived in Barking and 
a gun was stored in her 
home. 

She came to south 
Wales to be with her 
family and to rehabili¬ 
tate herself. 

“She has a partner, 
she is looking for work 
and she has no drink 
problem,” said Mr Ace. 

Recorder Catherine 
Brown said: “You had 
been drinking, yet you 
deliberately decided to 
drive a car. You drove 
that car into a wall and 
you were totally unsafe 
to be on the road. 

“A pedestrian could 
have been killed or seri¬ 
ously injured. You are 
31 and you are yet to 
show you can behave in 
an adult way in society.” 

She was also disqual¬ 
ified from driving for 18 
months.

‘Parking not a PACT priority’ 


Traffic wardens to 
leave Maesteg - and 

they won’t be back! 


POLICE have 
revealed that it is 
highly unlikely that 
traffic wardens will 
be seen on the 
streets of Maesteg 
again. 

The police are giving 
up their role in enforcing 
car parking laws from 
December, when it will 
become the responsibili¬ 
ty of the borough coun¬ 
cil. 

In the meantime, the 
number of traffic war¬ 
dens has reduced as peo¬ 
ple seek new jobs. 

Coun Phil Jenkins told 
Maesteg Town Council 
that he was concerned 
about the demise of the 
wardens because of park¬ 
ing problems in town, 
especially by Lloyd’s 
Bank. 

“Yesterday, I saw a 
police van drive through 
town and it passed three 
cars parked illegally by 
the bank, including one 
on the zig zags by the 
crossing. 

“The van had to stop 
because it could not get 
through but the officers 
did not deal with the 
problem. They just car¬ 
ried on towards Caerau. 

“If they had been 
responding to an emer¬ 
gency call, I would have 
understood.” 

Coun Jenkins said that 
the chaos in town result¬ 
ed in an elderly man 
being knocked off his 
feet by a car that was 
reversing. 

“He came out of the 
chemist and went to 
cross the road, stepping 
off the pavement,” he 
reported. “One of the 
illegally parked cars 
reversed and knocked 
him over. The driver 
drove off without realis¬ 
ing. 

“This is the second 
incident I have seen in a 
week and I fear we may 
have a fatality if some-

thing is not done. Those 
cars should not be parked 
there.” 

He also claimed that 
taxis must be breeding as 
there are now so many of 
them parked illegally all 
around the town centre. 

“Respect for the law is 
diminishing because peo¬ 
ple cannot see anything 
happening.” 

Insp Steve Evans, who 
is in charge of the 
Maesteg sector and was 
present at the meeting, 
explained that divisional 
priorities had recently 
been set for Bridgend 
and the Vale and anti¬ 
social behaviour was 
first, with reductions in 
violence, house burgla¬ 
ries and criminal damage 
high on the list. 

“They are our priori¬ 
ties. There will be some 
leeway in this sector but 
priorities will not be a lot 
different.” 

He said that the traffic 
wardens were not opera¬ 
tional at the moment and 
were unlikely to become 
so. 

He said the two that 
remain are on second¬ 
ment and from 
December, there would 
be no wardens anywhere. 

However, he said that 
police officers and 
PCSOs still had powers 
to deal with these 
offences, but unless they 
were called out because 
of a complaint, it would 
not be a priority for them. 

“If officers go through 
town and see people 
parked on double yellow 
lines, do they stay and 
book them or do they 
proceed to do what they 
were supposed to do - 
which is following up 
crime? It’s a judgement 
call about what they do 
with their time.” 

He said parking issues 
were down to the neigh¬ 


bourhood policing teams 
and the PCSOs, and were 
not for response officers. 

“They should have 
other things to do,” he 
added. 

“We do not get major 
parking issues in the 
town. It is covered by 
CCTV which report 
things like congestion 
and it is not a PACT or 
divisional priority. 

“If we get a call saying 
there’s chaos, we will 
respond but as for a gen¬ 
eral parking patrol, you 
will not have one.”

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Vietnamese pair were 
tending cannabis ‘farms’ 

REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


A Vietnamese man 
and woman were 
involved in growing 
cannabis plants at 
two houses - which 
had a yield with a 
potential street 
value of more than 
one third of a mil¬ 
lion pounds, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard. 

In one house in 
Windsor Road, Barry, 
police found 770 plants 
growing and just along 
the road in another 
house 660 plants, said 
prosecutor David 
Thomas. 

The potential yield 
would have resulted in 
cannabis with a street 
value of £360,000. 


Soa Tran (38) and 
Hai Tran (29) were each 
jailed for 20 months. 

They had been con¬ 
victed by Vale 
Magistrates of produc¬ 
ing cannabis and had 
been committed to the 
Crown Court for sen¬ 
tence. 

Recorder Catherine 
Brown said: “This is a 
classic domestic prem¬ 
ises cannabis factory.” 

She said she was sat¬ 
isfied the pair, who had 
been recruited in 
London to tend the 
plants, knew they were 
involved in an illegal 
activity. 

“With offences of this 
type, there is a clear 


need for a deterrent to 
warn others.” 

Mr Thomas said that 
on April 26, the police 
went to a house in 
Windsor Road, where 
they believed cannabis 
was being grown. The 
two defendants ran into 
a rear garden and were 
detained. 

That house was 
searched and cannabis 
plants were found. Hai 
Tran had the key to 
another house where 
more plants were being 
grown. 

“They were signifi¬ 
cant operations, with 
diverted electric sup¬ 
plies and watering and 
heating systems.” said 


Mr Thomas. 

Hai Tran said she had 
met someone in London 
who offered her £2,000 
to tend what she 
believed were Chinese 
medicinal plants. The 
money would be used to 
fly back to Vietnam. 

Soa Tran accepted 
they were cannabis 
plants and he had been 
offered £600 per week. 

David Purnell, for 
Hai Tran, said she came 
to the UK illegally 
because of desperate 
economic circum¬ 
stances. 

Kevin Seal, for Soa 
Tran, said he had been 
in Barry 10 days. 
Neither defendant, he 
added, had received any 
money.

(BCBC), Coun David 
Sage, said: “This is fan¬ 
tastic news and a real 
boost for local education. 
It follows a recent Estyn 
report which has praised 
the standard of education 


in Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough. 

“The new school will 
offer pupils from our val¬ 
ley areas a first-class 
learning environment.” 

Coun Alana Davies, 
the BCBC cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children and 
young people, added: 
“The Gateway to the 
Valleys school will 
deliver exciting opportu¬ 
nities for young people 
and provide them with 
the very best start in 
life.” 

The total cost of the 
new school will be £39 
million, and BCBC has 
already set aside the £13 
million that it needs to 
contribute. 


Coun Beedle said that 
Bridgend was now a hot 
spot for alcohol misuse. 

He told councillors 
that while there was no 
separate data for 
Maesteg, there was no 
doubt that the communi¬ 
ty suffered from alcohol- 
related offences - but all 
the treatment services 
were in Bridgend. 

Insp Steve Evans said 
that there was no 
increase in violent crime 
related to alcohol in 


Maesteg, although there 
had been some assaults 
in Maesteg Welfare 
Park, which had been 
reported to police. 

Coun Keith Edwards 
informed councillors 
that he had attended a 
seminar on the night¬ 
time economy in 
Bridgend and could tes¬ 
tify that Maesteg does 
not have the problems 
seen in Bridgend town 
centre at night. 


Post box stays 

...while post office 
opens elsewhere 


THE re-opening of 
Caerau Post Office 
on July 26 could 
take place with the 
post box still ‘in 
situ’ outside the old 
office premises. 

Coun Steve Smith 
said that while the post 
office was being relocat¬ 
ed to the Spar shop in 
Caerau Road, the post 
box was not. Post Office 
counters have said it is a 
matter for the Royal 
Mail. 

Coun Smith told 
Maesteg Town Council 
that people would have 
to walk half a mile to 
post a letter in the exist¬ 


ing box after the post 
office counter closes at 
5.30pm. 

“We need a post box 
outside the new office,” 
he said. 

However, Coun White 
said that during the day, 
people could hand their 
mail over the counter to 
be collected. He called 
for a strategic survey of 
the location of post 
boxes in Caerau. 

The town council will 
write to the Royal Mail 
and urge them to carry 
out this survey, to ensure 
that the boxes were 
located in the most 
appropriate places.

Two years for 
heroin dealer

A HEROIN dealer 
has been jailed for 
two years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

The court was told 
that when 38-year-old 
Neil Stokes was arrested 
on March 30, he said he 
knew the police were 
looking for him. 

Stokes, of Bridgend, 
was jailed for two years 
after admitting possess¬ 
ing heroin with intent to 
supply. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg 
said that Stokes became 
involved in supplying 
the drug in order to have 
money to fund his own 
addiction. 

He said police officers 
searched Stokes’ home 


and under a pillow found 
44 wraps of heroin worth 
£440, and further wraps 
of heroin worth £250. 

The court heard that 
Stokes claimed to the 
police that all the heroin 
was for his own use. 

His counsel, Owen 
Williams, said: “This is 
the first time he has com¬ 
mitted a drugs-related 
offence. He is currently 
free of his addiction and 
is motivated to remain 
so.” 

Said Judge Philip 
Richards: “The circula¬ 
tion of heroin in our 
community is a serious 
matter. 

“It brings in its wake 
degradation, poverty and 
criminal behaviour.” 


FIRST CYMRU

but while he could have 
conjured up a film bloat¬ 
ed and excessive, instead 
he creates a work that is 
expansive, thoroughly 
captivating, and visually 
superb. It is arguably 
the culmination of what 
he has achieved so far, 
the narrative trickery and 
questions of perception 
that have been prevalent 
in his work from the 
very beginning married 
to the confidence of his 
ability in terms of 
sweeping, grand visuals 
that made The Dark 
Knight such a triumph. 

But Nolan doesn’t 
merely retread previous 
achievements, instead 
combining everything 
he’s done so far and pre¬ 
senting it in such a jaw- 
dropping manner that 
you will be astounded. 

The level of technical 
ingenuity on show is 
quite astonishing, Nolan 
managing to create some 
truly inspired set-pieces 
that highlight just how 
skilled a director he is. 

From the zero gravity 
battle in a revolving 
hotel hallway, the film’s 
explosive opening, or 
the snow-set climax, 
Nolan’s use of real loca¬ 
tions and performers ere-

ates a tangible experi¬ 
ence. The film feels 
utterly realistic, giving 
these action scenes a 
realistic feel that is all 
the more pleasing in this 
age of CGI overreliance. 

His use of colours and 
shades to indicate differ¬ 
ent mood and realities is 
also a neat touch, with 
both the score and visual 
feeling echoing the 
influences of the James 
Bond films Nolan so 
loves (how good would 
a Nolan-directed Bond 
be and where would he 
take the character? An 
intriguing proposition) 
but again these influ¬ 
ences are refracted 
through Nolan’s lens, 
creating a world that is 
thoroughly exciting and 
eye-catching. 

Given that this is the 


first time Nolan has 
scripted a film by him¬ 
self (having previously 
worked with his brother 
Jonathan), it would have 
been easy for him to 
have fallen into the trap 
of making the film too 
dense. Yet despite the 
subject matter and words 
such as ‘existentialist’ 
being bandied around, at 
the heart is the familiar 
tropes of the heist 
movie; one final job, a 
man trying to clear his 
name - though this is far 
removed from the likes 
of the Ocean’s franchise, 
wearing its brain on its 
sleeve and conjuring a 
fresh and highly original 
take on the genre. 

Nolan’s never been 
short of skilled actors 
willing to work with 
him, and his first team- 
up with Leonardo 
DiCaprio bears fine 
fruit, the actor maintain¬ 
ing his rich run of form 
with another excellent 
turn. 

On the surface cool 
and collected, it is 
Cobb’s inner concious- 
ness that the drama of 
the character unfolds, 
and DiCaprio is more 
than up to the task, pro¬ 
viding a performance 
that is both relaxed yet 
intense, revealing the 
layers of Nolan’s story 
slowly and with great 
care - it is certainly one 
of the actor’s finest turns 
yet. 


Alongside DiCaprio is 
an excellent cast who do 
their fair share, from 
Ellen Page’s turn as the 
eyes of the audience as 
we learn more about the 
nature of the ‘inception’, 
to Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt’s measured turn as 
Cobb’s right-hand man. 

The former takes a 
character that could have 
so easily been a cipher 
and gives it depth and 
shade, while also prov¬ 
ing there is more to her 
acting ability than the 
smart-mouth characters 
she played in Juno and 
Whip It. The latter is 
solid and dependable in 
a role that requires solid¬ 
ness and dependability. 

The remainder of the 
cast play to perfection, 
Marion Cottillard, Ken 
Watanabe and (the out¬ 
standing) Tom Hardy all 
fleshing out Nolan’s 
characters and world and 
bringing excellent per¬ 
formances with them. 

Try as you might, it’s 
hard to pick out flaws in 
such an outstanding and 
mind-bending piece of 
work, the only one being 
that, to some people 
expecting a stylistic 
redux of The Dark 
Knight , this may well be 
a little too on the ‘artis¬ 
tic’ side; but for those 
who are willing to go in 
expecting their minds to 
be blown by a director at 
the top of his game, you 
will have little issue with 


Inception. 

VERDICT: An orig¬ 
inal, epic and grandiose 
heist movie with lash¬ 
ings of intellect and 
action, Inception is a 
jaw-dropping piece of 
work by Chris Nolan. 
With the likes of 
Leonardo DiCaprio and 
Ellen Page offering 
superb performances, 
coupled with Nolan’s 
spectacular script and 
direction, this is 
arguably the film to beat 
this year —an instant 
classic. 

Essential viewing.

OUR MUSEUMS: 

A source of revenue 
- or foundation of 
civilisation for young? 


P eople who 

share my per¬ 
ception, see 
museums as the 
repositories of the 
heritage of 
mankind, the inher¬ 
itance of all our 
children. 

Museums should be 
an inspiration to children 
and adults alike, to make 
greater knowledge inter¬ 
esting and available, and 
explain the past on 
which we shall build a 
better tomorrow. 

They are the founda¬ 
tion of our civilisation, 
and all of us, our nation, 
benefit from every visit 
to a museum by any 
family in the land. 

The government of 
Mrs Thatcher saw muse¬ 
ums as a source of rev¬ 
enue, charging each 
family to visit their 
inheritance; but Labour 
made entrance to muse¬ 
ums free - as it always 
had been - to encourage 
children towards more 
knowledge and a pride 
in the achievements of 


all mankind, and of 
Wales. You could 
scarcely find a larger 
gulf of understanding 
between two political 
parties, of what civilisa¬ 
tion stands for. 

Many of ‘Thatcher’s 
children’ are parents 
themselves now, who 
may take their children 
to Tesco or to a football 
match, yet do not recog¬ 
nise any parental duty to 
take children to the local 
museum. 

Presumably, 50 per 
cent of Glamorgan par¬ 
ents who never take 
their children to the 
national museum in 
Cardiff will be quite 
indifferent when Mr 
Cameron re-introduces 
museum charges, declar¬ 
ing: “There is no alter¬ 
native.” 

So another generation 
will be condemned to 
mindless, anti-social 
ignorance - who resent 
the wonder and delight 
of learning, and the 
desire to know, which is 
inherent in all children - 
provided that it is 
encouraged. 


Beyond the realms of 
politics completely, this 
huge distinction of per¬ 
ception divides our soci¬ 
ety into two viewpoints: 
that a museum repre¬ 
sents the best of what 
we are, civilised 
thoughtful people - or 
that market forces tell us 
it is another way to get 
money out of suckers, 
and prevent poor chil¬ 
dren and their families 
ever reaching their 
potential - and they may 
well be the ones who 
need museums most. 

This is chutzpah on a 
monumental scale, that 
Conservatives create 
ignorance in children, 
because of their worship 
of market forces, and 
then condemn the conse¬ 
quences of their own 
financial policies, in the 
wasted lives of a new 
generation. 

Charges for museums 
have not yet returned, 
but would anyone wish 
to lay bets on it?

That is why, in this 
age of internet shopping 
and identikit super¬ 
stores, it is so important 
that shoppers give their 
local stores a chance.

As the couple celebrate the shop’s first 
birthday this week, Caroline says 
expansion will follow. 

“In the future I’d like bigger premises, maybe 
a play area and coffee shop. The future is bright, 
the future is beads!”

‘BEWARE OF SCAMS’ 

- warn Bridgend council 


SCAMS involving 
fake invoices which 
could end up costing 
local businesses thou¬ 
sands of pounds are 
being reported to 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

The authority’s 

Trading Standards 
department has received 
a number of complaints 
involving a scam that tar¬ 
gets mainly small busi¬ 
nesses in the borough, a 
spokesman reports. 

Some businesses are 
receiving phone calls 
from so-called advertis¬ 
ing agencies requesting 
payment for a service 
which the businesses pre¬ 
viously knew nothing 
about. This might 
involve advertising in a 


magazine, brochure or on 
a website. 

Some local businesses 
are being asked to pay up 
to £1,500, and are being 
provided with invoices 
which the scammers 
claim are evidence of an 
agreement. 

The council’s deputy 
leader Coun David Sage, 
whose cabinet portfolio 
includes trading stan¬ 
dards, said local busi¬ 
nesses need to be mind¬ 
ful of this type of scam. 

“Small businesses are 
often targeted in this way 
by extremely aggressive 
sales techniques which 
may involve the threat of 
legal action if payment is 
not made. 

“We know how busy 
many businesses are 
from day to day and 
some decide to simply 


pay, rather than have to 
deal with endless calls 
and letters. 

“We strongly advise 
businesses to request a 
copy of any contract in 
writing, and if there’s any 
doubt about the validity 
of the agreement, then to 
contact us for further 
advice.” 

He added: “This type 
of activity can really 
affect local businesses 
financially. We also 
know that by responding 
to these scams, you are 
more likely to be targeted 
again in future.”
